AN ENORMOUS LOSS. 


Destroyed by Fire. 


The Chancery Office, the Geological 
Museum and the Quartermaster-General's 
Office in Ruins—Court Records and Docu- 
ments Destroyed—The Loss and Insurance 
~—Burning of a Large Sugar Refinery in 
Soath Boston. 


Trextow, N. J., March 21.—A large portion of 
the Capitol building burned early this morning. 
The flames were extinguished after a four hours’ 
fight. The loss will be enormous. The Chancery 
Office, containing allthe records of the courts, 
State deeds, etc., were destroyed. Two exvlosions 
were heard in the Quartermaster-General's office 
on the first floor, at the northwest corner of the 
State House, at 3 o'clock this morning. The er- 
plosions were followed by flames that shot through 
the windows. In ten minutes the apartments were 
in ruins. The flames followed the steam-pipes to 
the floor above, and quickly set fire to the offices 
of the Clerk in Chancery. From these the confia- 
gration extended to the Geological Museum on the 
third floor. In this were many valuable State 
relics, but the most valuable were sent to the New 
Orleans Exposition a month ago. The battle flags 
were rescued by the firemen at the risk of their 
lives. Theswordand saddle of General Kearney 
were destroyed. The fire then moved back toward 
the dome, and it looked as though the Supreme 
Court-room, Chancery Court room and Legislative 
Chambers would have to go. The books and docu- 
ments were removed hastily from the 
offices of the Comptroller, State Treasurer 
and Secretary of State. The fire was finally 
checked at 7 o'clock, although the engines are still 
playing on the ruins in order that access may be 
had to the Chancery vaults, where 

EXCEEDINGLY VALUABLE PAPERS 

relating to thousands of estates are kept. The 
vaults are not burned, but are believed to be full of 
water, which will cause almest as much damage as 
the fire. The loss will not fall below $100,000. The 
part destroyed is the facade of the original State 
House, built in 1705. Only the Museum, the Quarter 
master Generals office and the Chancery office 
were completely destroyed. Ths other depart- 
ments are somewhat damaged by water. The 
Chancery and Supreme Court rooms and the Senate 
and Assembly Chambers remain intact. The 
entire building was worth $500,000. There is a 
liberal insurance on the structure. 

The explosionsin the Quatermaster’s room are 
thougkt to have been caused by confined gas which 
in some way ignited.

An Obnoxious System of Grain Inspection 
at East St. Louis. 

The Merchants’ Exchange Committee, consisting 
of D. R. Francis, A. T. Harlow, H. L. Langenberg 
and Nathan Cole, who were in Springfield, III., yes- 
terday, for tus purpose of meeting the Committee 
on Grain Inspection and Warehouses, returned 
home last evening. The Illinois Legislature has a 
bill before it that, if passed, will introduce a system 
of State inspection at East St, Louts that will be 
controlled entirely by Illinois, thus taking grain in- 
spection away from tne control of the St. Louis 
Exchange entirely. It was for the purpose of 
arguing against tnis bill that the St. Louisans were 
in Springfield. Mr. A. T. Harlow was seen this 
morning and asked as to the outlook for the bill. 

“Wewere not able to do anyt " said he,

region of the Lakes. At Fort Buford, Montana, it is 
warmer than it is „ but at Es 
cauaba. on Green Bay. Michigan, 
it is 22° below zero. All the territo along the 
Lakes is suffering from this unexpected snap, which 
secins to be essentially a north and south wave, ex- 
tending hardiy any distance to the East and West. 
The official readings at the Signal Office to-day 
sbow that the mercury has been steadily falling 
siuce moruing: 2a. m., 7: 6a. m., 28°; 10a. m., 
21% The indications are that the present d . 
of cold, with a stiff nortaer, will continue over Sun- 


day.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Those who pin their faith upon the sensational 
statements of London specials, manufactured for 
the American market, are doubtless surprised and 
disappointed that the end of the week has arrived 
without the initiatory steps of an Anglo-Russian 
war, Yet, to all appearances based on facts, war 
is not as imminent now as it seemed to be seven 
days ago. The two Governments have come to 
some temporary agreement, the exact character of 
which is not definitely known, but which is likeiy 
to prevent any military movement of a hostile 
sort on either side for the present. The British 
Ministry have obtained assurances, satisfactory at 
least to them, that Russia has no intention of en- 
croaching upon Afgban territory, and is ready and 
wiliing for an amicable settlement of all disputed 
points through the usual processes of negotiation. 
The opponents of the Ministry have, of course, 
made haste with charges of “backing down,” 
“showing the white feather,” etc., but these 
charges are simply so much political clap-trap, un- 
worthy serious discussion. The truth is about this: 
Mr. Gladstone and his colleagues do not want, and 
will not have, war with Russia, if it can be 
honorably avoided; and will do everything in their 
power to insure such avoidance. But if Russia, 
presuming on this reluctance, which there is no at- 
tempt to conceal, pushes ber aggressive policy ever 
so slightly beyond the point of honor, she will have 
war to her heart’s content; war all the more de- 
termined and vigorous, because of the rejection of 
peaceful overtures. The prevailing English feeling 
is expressed in the old song: 
“We don't want to fight, 

But, by Jingo, if we do, | 

We've got the ships, we've got the maf, 

And we've got the money, too. 
Russia knows this well enough, and is only playing 
the game of bluff. Unless smitten by the mad- 
ness which tempts destruction, she will not—with 
an empty treasury, broken credit and Nihilism 
gnawing at ber vitals—provoke a struggle in which 
there is everything to lose and nothing of real value 
te gain. Meanwhile English gction in the matter 
is likely to be governed largely by the advice of the 
Viceroy of India, and England is peculiarly fortu- 
nate in having such astatesman as Lord Dufferin to 
watch her intcrests in Central Asia in such a criti- 
cal emergency. 
In the Soudan the seat of war has been trans 
ferred from the Valley of the Nile to the region touch 
ing the Red Sea. Wolseley's force nas practical! 
gone into summer quarters, and will hardly a- 
sume the offensive for three or four month; 
meantime, having enough to do to guard again 
the assaults of a wily foe, and resist the stin mce 
dangerous influences ef an unheathy climate, It

Wasnineton, D. C., March 21.—On Monday last I 
went up the broad asphaltum roadway, mounted 
the steps Under the old portico and stood at the 
door of the White House.

had been astir for an hour. Colonel Lamont walks

THE FUND COMMISSIONESS, 


A Review of the Investigation and sa 
Prophecy of Whitewash. 

The question of the funding of the State debt is 
rapidly assuming the condition of achronic ulcer 
upon the body politic. The work of the Fund Com- 
missioners which is being investigated by a com- 
mittee at Jefferson City, is gradually becomin 
known as a monumental piece of financial foll 
The refusal of Mr. Noel to show his correspondence 
anent this offer to sell the bonds of the State at a 
less figure than was being paid by the Fund Com- 
missioners, has caused a great deal of unfavorable 
comment among the St. Louis brokers. 


“This has been from the beginning.“ said one, 
“a St. Louis fi ht conducted under the most ad- 
verse circumstances. If the Post-Dispatos had 
not come to our help, we would not have been able 
to do anything whatever; even as it is. the investi- 
gation is a farce, I could sit down now and 
write out for you the report of that committee, as 
it will be returned. Thev will find that the Com- 
missioners under the circumstances, did the best 
that could be done for the State. hey will say 
that if the Fund Commissioners had gone openly 
into the market to buy, the would have 
been forced * in the end the State 
would have to pay much more than 
was paid. This is all nonsense, but it will be what 
the committee will do. It appears that Nelson & 
Noel's books will show their offers to the State to 
sell these bonds at less rates than the State was 
paying. «These books should be produced.

Rod 3 early arrival of spring 
‘wepetables and fruits, but fair expectations 
have not been realized. the cold weather 
of the past few days having grest- 
ly retarded the growth of all the plants of the fields 
in this section, and, as a consequence, little or 
nothing is being brought into the market by farm- 
ers, the dealers having to rely solely on imported 
vegetables to supply the demand. This extension

RECEPTION AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The President's house was the first public build 
ing erected in Washington, and was constructed 
after the plan of James Hoban, of Charleston. S. C.. 
the corner-stone being laid October 13, 1792. Presi- 
dent Adams was the first occupant of the new 
mansion, baving moved into it during November, 
1800. The British destroyed the White House in 
1814, and after they evacuated Washington the 
President occupied the Octagon House, at the 
corner of New York avenue and Eighteenth street, a 
block from the present War, State and Navy 
Departments, Congress authorized a restoration 
of the mansion in 1818. but it was not again ready 
for occupancy until 1818. Frequent renovations 
and repairs have been made to the interior since that 
date, and the amount expended from 1800 to the 
present on the Executive Mansion aggregates 
$1,700.09. The building is 170 feet long by 86 feet 
wide, two stories hich, broken by pilasters and 
crowned with a balustrade, The general style is a 
mudification of the residence of the Duke of Leins- 
ter, at Dublin, Ireland. 


IN THE CONSERVATORY. 

Originally the conservatory of the White House 
consisted of two lean-to buildings onthe east side 
of the President's and adjacent to the present 
East Room. They were built during President 
Pierce's administration, but were subsequently 
transported to their present position on the west 
side of the Mansion, facing the War, State and 
Navy Department Building. A new wing was 
added under the direction of Mrs. Hayes, con- 
nected with the State Dining-Room, and in which 
many varieties of the palm family are exhibited. 
The wing superseded the frame structure which 
during the administration of Gen. Grant was 
used asa billiard-room. There are several green- 
houses, covering a territory of 165 feet long with an 
average width of 38 feet and embracing from 
25,000 to 30,000 square feet of glass. Next to the 
new wing is the general conservatory, in which 
every variety of plant is exhibited. Some of the 
divisions of the conservatory are known as the 
camelia-house, grapery, rose-house, and two wings 
in the lower portion are set apart in the winter to 
carnations and geraniums. Grapes are now grow- 
ing in the grapery and will mature about July. the 
varieties being as follows; Biack Hamburg, White 
and Furple Muscatel and the Purple Chasselas. In 
the rose-house there are twenty-four varieties of 
tea-roses, and here, too, smilax and a number of 
tropical vines are cared for. The features of the 
latter are the Alemanda Hendersonii, named after 
the famous London (England) nurseryman, and the 
Begonia Radiians, an orange-scarlet flowering vine. 
There are also in the greenhouses one hundred 
varieties of amaryllis, from a pure white to the 
deepest red in color. 

The gardener in charge is Mr. Henry Pfister, of 
Cincinnati, who has eleven assistants, who take 
cure of the grounds and greenhouses, which com- 
prise about 
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STATE DINING-ROOM, 
From the conservatory the visitor enters the State 
Dining-room, forty by thirty feet, and containing a 
long table at which forty guests can be comfortably 
seated. The President sits on the north side of the 
table, in the center of the room, and the walis are 
adorned with handsome mirrors on the east, west 
and north walls. Itis in this apartment that the 
state dinners of the President are given, and the 
table decorations are always of the most elaborate 
description.

THE BLUE ROOM. 

The Blue Room is oval shaped, and corresponds 
with the library adjoining the President's office up- 
stairs, and is finished in blue and gilt, with furnish- 
ings in blue damask. In the center of the room 1s 
a crystal and gilt chandelier. and it is a tradition 
at the White House that the Blue Parlor lights up 
better than any room in the house. Outside the or- 
dinary furniture of this room, the only features are 
two handsome bronze and gilt mantel clocks, 

laced on the two marble mantels and opposite. 
Past summer this room was — 3 
artists from Tiffany's, who enhan e ap - 
ance by embossing the walls and ceilings in silver 
and gold on a blue bac«ground. 

The Green Room divides the honors with the Red 
Room as a resort for the ladies of the White House, 
and among the features of the furniture is a hand- 
some rosewood Kn grand piano. Miss Nellie 
Arthur cticed on this instrument, but more re- 
cent! Mire. Cleveiand has it, in company 
with sister. On the wallsof the Green Room 
are hung portraits of Mrs. Hayes, by Huatingdon; 
Mrs. and Mrs. Polk, which are the only pict- 
ures of ladies who have occupied the White House, 
The Green Room is 80 by 20 feet, aud at re epuous 
is usually resorted to by those who have passed 
through the Red and Blue Parlors to pay their re- 
spects to the President and nis family. In the 
three parlors named the furniture and surround- 
ings are made to harmonize in color as near as 


possible. 
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THE EAST ROOM. 
The East Room was intended fora banquet hall 
and wes used for this purpose up to 1887. It is 80 
feet long, 40 feet wide and 22 feet high. and the styie 
of decoration is pure Greek. The carpet is of a 
Parisian velvet pattern in subdued colors, and the 
room is partic ly bright and cheerful since its 
last renovation by the decorators from Tiffany's. 
In this room are only two pictures, those of 
Washington and his wife, which hang side by side 
on panels of the east wall. Other features are the 
handsome crystal chandeliers and the magnificent 
mantel mirrors, which add tothe elegant effect of 
the famous East Room. In the grand corridor, 
which is separated from the vestibule by an opaline 
glass partition, are displayed portraits of the Presi- 
dents and busts of famous personages. The latter 
comprise Americus Vespucius, John Cabot, Presi- 
dent Fillmore, John Jay, the first Chief Justice of 
the United States, and Jobn Bright of England. 
This corndor is thrown open at public receptions, 
and is transformed into a bower of beauty in which 
potted plants, tropical roses and choice flowers are 
the principle features. The portaits displayed in this 
corridor are Presidents Tyler, Pierce, Hayes, Fill- 
more and Lincoln, by Coggswell; Jackson and Gar- 
field, by Andrews; Buchanan, Polk and Grant, by 
Uke; 44 Taylor, Arthur and Grant, by Ulke. 


THE PRESIDENT'S BEDROOM. 
Passing along the grand corridor to the western 
extremity leads to the private stairway. at the head 
of which is situated the bedroom of the President. 
The bedstead is rosewood, and above it is a canopy 
of a delicate shade of silk brocade in gold and sil- 


ver. All the furnishings and upholsterings of this 
room match the curtains which shade the windows, 
two in number, which face north, and the bedroom 
is at the northwest — 7 of the second story of the 
building. The floor covered with a handsome 
Turkish carpet, and a rug of thesame pattern is 
placed in front of the open fire-place, where a blaze 
can be made at a moment's notice. High! y polished 
brass andirons and fender make this portion of 
the room look very bright and relieve the effect 
of the heavy maroon-colored velvet mantel cloth. 
On the dressing-table of the President, which is 
placed between the two windows, are pin-cushions, 
scent bottles, with handsomely embroidered satin 
and velvet covers, a large thermometer in the shape 
of a key. an oval stationary glass. an ivory- 
handled brush and comb, a handsomely bound 
special edition of the B& O. Red Book, inscribed 
“The Revolution of 84.“ and last. but not least, a 
dark maroon velvet plush box, which contains the 
ear of a jack-rabbit, three feet of the same quad- 
ruped and an um's tail. A card in the box 
states that the jack-rabbit ordinarily uses but three 
legs, and conciudes with an admonition to the Pres- 
identto “clean them out slow but sure.” Two 
large upholstered arm chairs are conspicuous ob- 
jects in the center of this room, and across the back 
of one at the foot of the bed is a tidy in red, whee 
and blue silk, bearing the inscription: God bless 
our country and our President. 

A small round table at the head of the President's. 
bed contains two articles, a morocco bound flexible 
back copy of the Holy Bible and a small thermom- 
eter on à plush easel with a satin bow. The other 
furniture of the room comprises two cane arm 
chairs, with silk cushions of maroon and peacock 
blue respectively; a washstand with six pieces on 
its marble surface; a luxurious looking lounge and 
half a dozen elegantly uphoistered chairs to maten 
the hangings of the room. With the exception of 
the articles on the touet table, the room is precise- 
ly as it was when occupied by President Arthur. 
On the mantle is a cathedral chimes clock of onyx 
and b.ack marble, and several bronze ornaments 
are in pos i ion on the sides of the clock. Connected 
with the bedroom is a private entrance to the bath. 
room, which isfitted up with an antique mirror 
aud a chest of drawers, bureau and wardrobe the 
carpet being similarto that in the bedroom.“ All 
the doors, three in number, which lead into the pri- 
vate apartments of the President are concealen by 
portieres of Turkish patterns, and it is doubtful if 
there is any better furnisved bedroom in the United 
States thao that of the President. 2
